II.  SUMMARY  OF  EVIDENCE: 


During  the  oeriod  from  10  December  1941  to  3  April  1945,  Japon- 
eae  aoldlora  stationed  At  and  around  Vigan,  Ilocos  Sur,  P.  I.,  following 
their  usual  pattern  of  operation  against  innocent  civilians,  raided  and 
lo(.tod  private  hones,  killed  and  mistreated  a  number  of  porsona. 

On  10  Doconbor  1941,  upon  entering  tho  town  of  Vigan,  the 
Japanoso  fired  upon  a  couple  killing  tho  wifo  (R  58). 

On  13  Soptomber  1942,  thlrtoon  poraons  wore  arrested  and  tortured 
and  later  two  of  the  prisoners  wore  klllod  by  shooting  (R  22,  25). 


On  1C  April  1944,  six  Japanese  dragged  a  woman  into  a  houso  in 
San  Vicente.  The  woman  triod  to  get  away  from  the  Japanose  by  jumping  out 
of  the  window,  but  she  was  ovort  ken  and  found  dead  with  bayonet  wounds  a 
few  momontB  afterwards  (R  42). 


On  37  August  1944,  Japanese  soldiers  fired  upon  poople  toon  oon- 
grogated  in  the  cockpit  in  Santa  Catalina,  wounding  one  and  probably  kill¬ 
ing  several  persona  (R  9,  12).  On  20  October  1944,  thirty  persona  wore 
orrestod  and  brought  to  tho  Bentry  carrison  whore  tho  prisoners  were  tor- 
turod.  Ono  of  tho  prisoners  was  never  released  (R ,13^*  \5 

1944,  three  prisoners  were  beheaded  in  Vigan  (R  20).  On  27  December  1944, 
aovoral  persons  were  roundod  up  in  Tarries  San  Julian  and  Capangpangon, 
Vigen,  after  thoir  houses  were  lootod.  Tho  prisoners  tortured,  and 

on  7  January  1945,  nine  <»f  the  prisoners  wero  bohoaded  (R  1-9,  15,  191. 


In  March  1945,  eight  persons  were  bayonetted  to  death  end  three 
others  were  probably  killed  in  Brntoy  and  Vigan  (R  45  ,  48  ,  52). 

On  2  April  1945,  four  nan  wore  behopjdod  in  Vigan  (R  37),  and  on 
3  April  1946,  the  Jap'noso  looted  the  houses  in  Barrio  Lansuangao,  Caoayan, 
and  then  killed  at  loast  six  persons  (R  34).
